PURPOSE:To facilitate the manufacture of a 
metallic mold and to Increase the size of a prism for 
stereoscopic display by large parallax by arraying a 
unit refracting surface group which forms 
continuously a direction turning angle surface of 
distinctive size while the direction turning angle of a 



light beam Is reduced on one surface of a 
transmission view surface body, and arranging 
pfural refracting surface elements for a light beam 
on the other surface continuously or alternately with 
planes. CONSTrrUTION^The unit refracting surface 
group 4 wherein direction turning angle surfaces 5 
formed of slanting surfaces successively at an 
equal formation angle while varying in formation 
width gradually is arrayed repeatedly on the top 
surface of a 1st surface body 2 longitudinally in 
parallel and slanting refracting elements 6 are 
arrayed on the surface of a 2nd surface body 3 
continuously and longitudinally In parallel to equal 
formation width alternately with planes 7. 




Consequently, the parallax which is large enough 
for the stereoscopy of a picture element group of 
visually distinctive size can be obtained and the 
metallic mold which manufactures it is 
manufactured extremely easily, so the large-sized 
prism plate for stereoscopic display is easily formed 
at relatively low cost. 
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
